THEY TELL 
NO TAILS 


by William F. Keefe

Breeding tailless cats as a combination 
business/hobby may sound to the feline- 
uninformed as unlikely as raising wingless 
canaries. But it not only has its minor, 
day-to-day rewards; according to the Misses 
Ruth and Ellen Carlson, it is both fascinat- 
ing and challenging. 

The sisters ought to know. Now re- 
garded as leading authorities on the cul- 
tivation of the tailless and relatively rare 
Manx strain, they are the proprietors of the 
Glen Orry Manx Cattery on Gary Mill 
Road, in rural West Chicago. They be- 
came interested in their unusual avocation 
more than a quarter of a century ago, on 
a day in 1933 when Miss Ruth brought 
home a Manx kitten. 

“Our eyes just popped out at first sight 
of a tailless cat,” they admit now.  In- 
vestigating, they found that Manx pedi- 
grees were almost as rare in this country 
as hen’s teeth (as rare, in fact, as Manx 
catteries still are—among the 400 catteries 
listed in The January CATS Directory, for 
example, only fifteen are in the Manx 
category ). 

They did find two cats, Toppy and Eva, 
with which they officially founded their 
feline family. In 1933, a big year, they 
also imported Ginger, known more formal- 
ly as “Imported International Champion 
Ginger of Manx of Glen Orry.” They en- 
tered their first cat show and won their 
first ribbons. 

The world-famous Ginger came to the 
Carlsons from Denmark, but he had been 
born on the Isle of Man in the Irish Sea,

reputedly the place of origin of the Manx 
breed. He was the progenitor of many 
of the 20 or so cats the sisters now own. 
His remains, along with those of other 
Glen Orry Manx, are preserved in the 
Museum of Science and Industry in Chi- 
cago for study and reference purposes. 

With Ginger, Miss Ruth, a Glen Ellyn 
village employee, and Miss Ellen, a teacher 
at J. Sterling Morton High School, began 
to produce the startling results that have 
won them more ribbons than they care to 
count, plus several dozen trophies and 
loving cups. 

“By intensive inbreeding,” they point 
out, “the many good qualities of the 
Manx — including traits of character, 
color, depth and thickness of fur and so 
on — can be developed to a high point 
of perfection.” By way of proof, they 
have produced specimens which rate as 
spectacular both as show cats and as pets. 

Another great triumph for the Manx

THE CERTIFIED CAT

Any pet larger than a goldfish was 
forbidden at Harbor State School. Never- 
theless, a few clever cats made their homes 
in basements and tunnels, living on mice 
and occasional tidbits sneaked to them by 
the mentally retarded residents of our in- 
stitution. 

One day, on my way home from the 
hospital laboratory, where I worked, to my 
apartment in the “staff house,” I heard a 
desperate mewing. On investigation, I 
found a tiny white kitten lying in snow 
and old leaves under a basement window 
grating. She cleverly aided my attempts 
to rescue her, by reaching up with her 
small paws. I pulled her out, put her in 
my pocket and smuggled her into the 
apartment. 

When I placed her on the floor, she 
fell over, then struggled to her feet to 
stand spread-eagled. She attempted to drink 
milk; but her head went back and forth 
like a battering ram, and only by placing 
her on my lap was I able to feed her. 

I did not intend to break the rules by 
keeping her. But the kitten was too 
feeble to be offered to someone outside 
the institution grounds, and she had 
struggled so bravely for life! So she 
stayed in my bathroom until morning. I 
carried her to the laboratory in a shoebox, 
where she remained curled up most of the 
day. 


The lab staff were delighted. We 
christened her “Salmonella” — “Sally” for 
short — after a certain germ found in our 


work. One of the doctors, suggesting that 
she might have rickets, fed her vitamin 
capsules, which she swallowed with the 
docility of a good child. It was our brain 
wave technician, however, who finally diag- 
nosed her trouble correctly. She had evi- 
dently suffered damage to the cerebellum, 
the rear part of the brain, he said, which is 
concerned with motor activities. It seemed 
that Sally had come to the right place. 

I continued to smuggle our pet daily be- 
tween apartment and laboratory. She grew 
brightly playful. She still needed to be 
hand-fed, however, and her attempts to 
walk and run were pitifully brave. She 
soon figured out a system of getting from 
place to place in a spread-out waddle. 
Better yet, she discovered that she could 
go completely around the room by running 
close to a supporting wall. 

She could not remain a secret forever, 
though. In spite of our conviction that 
Sally really belonged in a home for in- 
dividuals with damaged or undeveloped 
brains, there were persons who thought of 
her as merely another cat. Some of these 
complained to the authorities. I received a 
note from the office: “Your attention is 
called to the rule that pet animals such 
as dogs, cats, rabbits, pigeons, etc., may 
not be kept on the grounds of Harbor 
State School without permission of the 
Superintendent.” 


The brain-wave technician found me 
crying into my coffee at lunchtime. When 
he read the note, he laughed. To my 
shocked and reproachful glance he replied, 
“Don’t you see? The Superintendent can’t 
just ignore the complaint he has received; 
but he’s giving you a loophole.” 

I read the note again and got the point. 
Prayerfully, I stowed Sally in my knitting 
bag—she had outgrown the shoebox—and 
took her to the Superintendent's office. I 
set her on the floor beside his desk. The 
big doctor watched with a solemn profes- 
sional look as she stumbled to a corner. 
“Ah, yes! Cerebellar damage! I’ve heard 
a lot about this cat. Of course you can 
keep her. But it has to be official, you 
know.” He called to his secretary. “Ah, 
Miss Stanley, I'd like you to type a note. 
Original for Miss Bitter, one carbon for 
our files and one for the staff house bulletin 
board.” 


Miss Stanley's eyes twinkled as she typed, 
“To Whom It May Concern. This is to 
certify that permission is granted Miss 
Ruth Bitter to keep one (1) cat in her 
apartment in the staff house of Harbor 
State School.” The Superintendent handed 
me the signed note and said, “I guess 
you might call this document a certifi-cat!” 

I framed the certifi-cate for all to see. 
Sally took her place as an official resi- 
dent and before long grew to be the dar- 
ling of all our visiting psychologists. 

Sally had another claim to fame out- 
side of the uniqueness of her physical 
disability. She was perhaps the only cat 
who ever had a membership in the New 
York Philharmonic Symphony Society. 
The letter in which she requested her radio 
membership was read over a nation-wide 
broadcast by Clare Boothe Luce.

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Cats Question Box

My Siamese female was bred from a champion stock Blue Point 
sire and a Seal Point dam. She had almost black points and black 
pads when young. Now she has lost the color in her mask until 
she looks almost Blue and the pads of her feet have faded from 
dark brown to pink. Is this a lack of proper diet? She eats un- 
cooked horse meat and some kibbled food mixed in. She has had 
kittens this spring and is expecting again.

The diet that you are feeding should have no effect on the color. 
The color characteristics of some cats will change as they mature 
or get older and there is no specific remedy. Vitamin E has been 
used by some but it is not proven to be directly connected with 
the condition. 


We were advised by our veterinarian not to feed our cat any 
red tuna fish. In finding a diet suitable, we tried most every 
kind of pet food available. The only thing she will eat is beef 
liver or beef kidney. We so supplement this with Abdec Drops. 
Is this an adequate diet or can you suggest any other food we 
could try?

The addition of a very small amount of cooked fish or the 
liver or kidney to a commercial food might make it more palatable 
to the cat. It would have to be mixed in very thoroughly so 
that the cat would not be able to pick it out. True hunger some- 


times will work wonders for them, too, when they get to be 
stubborn eaters. 


My cat has had a furunculosis infection for some time. It 
clears for several weeks and then comes back again. It is con- 
fined to one spot under the chin, and luckily has never spread. 
What is the best treatment?

When the infection appears to be active, the use of antibiotics 
and sulfa drugs will be of help. Furacin or tyrothricin ointments 
locally on the area would be indicated. Some cats seem to have 
a predisposition for this trouble, and it can be a stubborn infec- 
tion. Depending upon the exact area involved, it might help to 
have the affected spot surgically cleaned out in order to try and 


eliminate any small point of infection that might be resistant to 
medication. 


I have a Blue Point Siamese male whose coat will not lie close. 
He looks perpetually frightened, even his tail. He was examined 
for worms three months ago and none were found. I have 
added a bit of vegetable oil to his diet, and also a vitamin prepa- 
ration this past week, but have noted no difference in his coat 
condition. Will this added oil result in stud tail? At his first 
show he won a trophy despite this, but was very nervous, growling 
constantly, and some judges were not able to handle him. Is 
there such a thing as a harmless tranquilizer? Is there any other 
way to calm him?

The oil should not be a factor in stud tail. There are a num- 
ber of tranquilizers that can be used with cats. One that is 
convenient to give cats is ThorazineQ. This is a hard-coated 
tablet and can usually be given with a minimum of trouble.

however much we may deplore the fact. 
But I agree that such experimental use 
should be rigorously supervised by Humane 
Societies. 

Moreover, I agree thoroughly that indis- 
criminate supplying of animals for high 
school and undergraduate college students 
to dissect is a bad practice. Some animal 
dissection is unavoidable, especially for 
pre-medical students and incipient biolo- 
gists, but I hope that for those students 
who are merely “working off their science 
requirement” some less destructive and 
cruel method may be found.

“Tips to 
the Novice” 
by 
Blanche 
Wolfram 


My last article on being a midwife to 
your cat appeared more than two years 
ago, in January 1958. Since then there 
have been many requests that it be re- 
peated. So in answer to those requests, 
and for the benefit of our new readers we 
are reprinting it with a few minor changes. 

The birth of a kitten is a wonderful 
lesson in the miracle of existence. And I 
am always glad that I can have a small 
part in bringing a new life into the world. 

It is also my firm conviction that all 
who raise cats should never fail to assist 
the mother in her time of need. 


PRENATAL CARE 


In the days following the mating, make 
sure that your queen receives an ample 
amount of exercise, being careful, though, 
not to let her overdo it. Feed her nor- 
mally at first, for the early stages of 
growth following conception do not re- 
quire too much added food. As time 
moves on however, you will notice a 
slight physical change in the cat’s breasts. 
By the twenty-first day following her 
mating, the nipples will have enlarged and 
will have changed from the normal skin 
color to a deep pink. This is now time 
to increase the diet, but extreme caution 
must be used to make sure she is not 
overfed. Overfeeding may cause abnormal 
growth in the kittens resulting in the 
prevention of a normal birth. At this 
time I give a combination of calcium, 
vitamin D and other vitamins of the B 
group. Extra calcium is needed because 
the kittens will drain the calcium content 
of the mother cat with the possibility of 
very serious troubles. Then too, calcium 
will not work alone but must be used in 
conjunction with vitamin D. Each helps 
the other and neither is good when used 
by itself. This should also be used in the 
same manner all through the nursing of 
the kittens. 

Considerable trouble can be averted in 
the breeding process if, on the day the 
little girl is mated, a calendar is marked 
as to the day the kits will arrive. Along 
about the 63rd or 65th day the births 
will take place. Your female will also 
give a few signs of her own. As the 
time nears, she will begin to hunt for a 
place in which she would like to have 
her kittens. I have what I term my 
“maternity cage.” It will not only confine 
the cat but will provide a place for easy 
assistance. It is a wire enclosure 24 inches 
wide, 36 inches long, and 18 inches high. 
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THE BLESSED EVENT 


A hinged top gives an easy access to the 
interior and a 1” x 2” wire mesh, over 
the entire surface, provides a very adequate 
covering and is easy to see through. In 
the maternity cage a cardboard box can be 
placed, one just big enough for the future 
mother to lie down in. They love to 
have a box of this kind and they some- 
how realize its purpose. Cloth may be 
used inside the box but it is better to use 
clean paper. After each kitten is born, 
more paper can be easily inserted which 
will cover up the dampness from the 
previous birth and will keep the mother 
from worrying about cleaning up. 

As the time for the kittens to arrive 
comes near, she will begin to adjust the 
papers to her liking. She will jump into 
the box and out of the box in nervous 
anticipation. She will refuse her regular 
food and her eyes will become dilated. 
A look at the vulva will show signs of 
dilation also. Right now is the time for 
you to depend upon your thermometer. 
Insert it in the anus and keep track of 
the temperature at regular intervals. Right 
before the actual birth the reading will be 
below the normal 101.5°. (It will come 
back to normal but should the births be 
delayed and the temperature rise above 
normal you are in for trouble and the 
mother should immediately be taken to the 
vet.) As the zero hour approaches pant- 
ing will begin as if she were very warm. 
In a short time the labor pains will com- 
mence and now is the time to watch for 
the water to break. After this indication 
the kittens will be on their way into this 
world of ours. 

Another indication of the nearness of 
the births is the location of the kittens 
in the abdomen. While your queen is 
carrying them they appear to be high up 
near the chest. When birth approaches 
they will move towards the rear and can 
be easily felt. 


THE BIRTHS 


When the long-awaited moment comes, 
the mother will begin to bear down in 
earnest and the first kitten will be born. 
You must immediately look to see that 
the mother clears away the sac enclosing 
the kitten. If she does not know how to 
perform this duty as yet, take a piece of 
cloth and you will find you can easily 
wipe the sac away. This is extremely im- 
portant, for if it is not done, the kitten 
will surely suffocate. 

Next, see to it that the mother severs 
the kitten’s navel cord from the afterbirth. 
If she doesn’t, use a pair of sterilized 
scissors to do the job, cutting the cord ap- 
proximately one and a half inches from the 
stomach of the kitten. When you do this, 
you will notice blood gush out from the 
opening. Take your fingers and pinch the 
end of the cord, holding it for a moment 
or two so it will stick together. If you 
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think it necessary, you may also take a 
piece of sterilized string and tie the cord 
near the end to prevent it from coming 
open. As a precaution, paint the end of 
the cord with Isodine to prevent any pos- 
sible infection. 

Now, take the newly born kitten away 
from the mother, and with the aid of a 
sterile, lint-free cloth quickly dry it off. 
While you are doing this, do not be afraid 
to rub a little briskly, for that will help to 
start the breathing, and aid the kitten in 
coming to “life” in good order. The first 
tinkling cry will be heard, and you are 
then sure that the little tyke is here to 
stay. 

To keep the kittens warm until they 
are dry, you will need a separate card- 
board box, partially covered, containing 
either a heating pad or a cloth-covered 
hot water bottle. There they will be out 
of harm’s way, and even though they may 
cry a little, it is not an indication that 
anything is wrong. Usually, they will just 
lie there resting and keeping quiet. 

When the afterbirth comes the mother 
will attempt to devour it. I think this 
is an unnecessary chore for her, and one 
which you can eliminate. Take it away 
from her—she will never miss it, and will 
then begin to tidy-up herself. Usually the 
afterbirth will be expelled directly after 
the kitten, and you will find that this will 
make your job much easier. 

Sometimes after a kitten is born, it will 
still be too close to the mother for you 
to safely cut the cord. In this case, you 
must still immediately remove the sac, but 
wait quietly, and do not touch the cord 
until the mother has released the afterbirth. 
Do not allow her to become panicky, but 
soothe her with gentle words and pet her. 
Try to support the kitten with your hand 
to prevent rupture of the navel cord. The 
two of you can help each other all the way 
through. 

If all goes well, there will generally be 
from ten to thirty minutes between births. 
Of course, this will vary, and I have had 
some cats give birth to one kitten im- 
mediately after another, while others have 
taken as ‘long as six hours between each 
birth. Anything can happen, so you must 
not apply a set rule as to the timing of 
births. 

I think it best to withhold the newly 
born kittens from the mother until I am 
sure she has finished and has had time to 
clean up. However, if an interval gives 
promise of being a lengthy one, I allow 
her to have the kittens temporarily, taking 
them away at the first sign of another 
birth, for they could easily be trampled 
or crushed in the mother’s anxiety to 
bring forth the next arrival. After the 
births, the new mamma will be quite

thirsty, so give her some fresh cool water. 
She will probably be hungry, too, and you 
may feed her all she wants. 

Thus far, we have been concerned with 
normal births. However, some will occur 
which will cause unwarranted trouble. 
For this you must be prepared. Usually, a 
kitten is born head first. A breech birth— 
that is to say, with hindquarters first— 
is more difficult for the mother to deliver. 
It can be very painful, and your cat will 
cry out loudly and want to run around in 
circles. You can best help by keeping her 
as quiet as possible, and by caressing her 
and talking to her—all the time holding 
the half-emerged kitten in your other hand. 
Watch her closely and when she begins to 
bear down, try to very, very gently remove

the kitten. Under no circumstances are 
you to pull strongly or jerk the kitten, for 
that can lead to extremely serious trouble. 
You see, the pelvic muscles have a push- 
ing action; should you try pulling you re- 
verse the procedure, causing the muscles 
to contract and the opening to get smaller. 
If your first gentle assist does not help, 
just wait until the next time the mother cat 
makes another effort to bring the kitten 
through. It is very seldom that the services 
of the veterinarian are required for this 
condition, and I would still class it under 
the heading of a normal birth. 

Once in a while a cat is so strong that 
when she bears down the kitten will be 
so forcibly ejected that a rupture of the 
navel results because the umbilical cord was 
stretched beyond its limits. If this hap- 
pens, the internal organs of the kitten will 
come through the rupture. It is next to 
impossible to save a kitten in this condi- 
tion, and it is best to help it out of its 
misery by putting it to sleep with chloro- 
form. The correct way to do this is to 
pour some chloroform on cotton. Place 
this in a small box with the kitten and 
do not cover the box. In that way, the 
kitten will inhale the fumes and very 
mercifully go to sleep, never to awaken. 
Do not cover the box for then the kitten 
will die of suffocation, a terrible death. 

Should one of the newly born kittens 
fail to respond to life, take it and rough it 
up a bit. Blow into its mouth and use 
artificial respiration by gently squeezing 
and relaxing its chest. Occasionally, that 
certain something that starts life is delayed, 
and it is up to you to help get it going. 

One of the more difficult births is that 
of a kitten already dead within the uterus. 
It is very hard for the mother to expel 
such a kitten, for she has no help such 
as that given by live kits who will usually 
wriggle around and so assist in the jour- 
ney to the outer world. Much more time 
and effort will be involved in this birth. 
However, generally speaking, dead kittens 
will be expelled. But if you feel it is 
hopeless, consult with your vet. 

It is wise to always keep in touch with 
your local veterinarian and ‘let him know 
when you are expecting the arrivals. If 
you notice at any time that all is not well, 
take the expectant mother to him, and he 
will advise you as to the proper procedure. 
Perhaps the kittens are too large to pass 
through the pelvis of the mother, or. one 
of the sacs may be permanently attached 
to the wall of the horn, and there may be 
other reasons which only the doctor can 
Mentify that would prevent a normal de- 
livery. In such cases as the above, he will 
probably advise a Cesarean section. If he 
does, arrange to be there during the opera- 
tion, for it is quite a job and you may be 
needed to care for the kits while he con- 
tinues with the task of fixing up the 
mother. When the operation is completed, 
it will usually be best to take the mother 
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and the kittens home with you, for in 
most cases you will have more time than 
the doctor to take care of the patient. 

After an operation of this kind you must 
take it upon yourself to feed the kittens. 
This must be done in all cases for at least 
a twenty-four hour period, because the 
mother will still be under the effects of 
the anesthetic. Even after that, she may 
not be able to produce milk for the kits, 
leaving you to take care of them from 
then on. One of the best means of ac- 
complishing this is to employ a wet nurse, 
that is, another cat who is nursing kit- 
tens. She will in all probability take yours 
without any difficulty. However, it is wise 
to be sure, and one way to do this is to 
rub the kittens against the new mother and 
let some of her milk run over the kittens. 
She will begin to wash them and will be- 
lieve they are hers and were only mis- 
placed. In the event a nursing cat is not 
available you can easily supply them with 
nourishment with the use of either of the 
following formulas. One tablespoon of 
Olac to one and one half tablespoons of 
water, Or, one tablespoon of Carnation 
milk to one tablespoon of water. The 
water should be thoroughly boiled in either 
case. Feed this, warmed, by means of a 
dropper (the plastic variety) every two 
hours. It is also necessary to take a piece 
of cotton and gently rub the rear organs 
of each kitten to make them function. Do 
this faithfully at the time of each feeding. 
You have probably noticed how a mother 
cat seems to clean the rear ends of the 
kittens more than any other part. This is 
done on purpose, for young kittens cannot 
eliminate the waste matter for themselves 
and the mother cat, or you, must see to it 
that this chore is done. 

Even when kittens are being born, if 
there is a long time between births, they 
may cry constantly and since the mother 
does not have her milk as yet, you can 
resort to feeding them with the above 
formula and also taking care of the waste. 
This will quiet them and also relieve the 
mother cat of any anxiety. 


CONCLUSION 


One last bit of advice—do not let the 
mother cat see you are nervous. Keep 
calm and do not show any outward signs 
of excitement for she will surely notice this 
and become frightened herself. 

Am I glad when it’s all over? I cer- 
tainly am. The tension that is built up 
as time goes on can be terrific. Not only 
that of helping trying’ to ward off any 
serious complication, but the waiting to 
see what you are given is really an ex- 
perience. However, it is always nice to 
know that you have helped and that the job 
was well done. Yes, when the mother and 
babies settle down to normal she will look 
up at you as if to say—‘thanks mommy, 
all is well now and you can go to sleep.” 
Only then, can you use that worn out but 
very welcome hospital phrase—“MOTHER 
AND BABIES ALL DOING FINE.”

Faneiers Forum 
A PLAN FOR UNITY 


Dear Editors: 

Acting upon Mrs. Kate Beswick’s suggestion 
in the Fanciers’ Forum in CATS Magazine for 
December, I should like to propose a plan for 
achieving unity of organization in the Cat 
Fancy. 

Mrs. Beswick is to be highly commended for 
having offered a concrete suggestion toward 
ending the present intolerable disunity in the 
Fancy’s organizational field. I feel, however, 
that her proposal to establish a central or- 
ganization with practically autonomous region- 
al divisions would allow too much free play to 
the separatist tendencies which quite obviously 
exist in the Fancy and might, without strict 
central control, result in almost the same dis- 
ruption which now marks the Fancy’s organ- 
izational aspect. 

I propose the setting up of a Governing 
Council of the Cat Fancy, United States of 
America. This GCCF, U.S.A., as I conceive it, 
would embrace as members the five national

associations presently in existence; it would 
also admit to membership any club or society 
in the Fancy, provided this club or society were 
national in scope. The associations and clubs 
would surrender to the GCCF, upon joining 
that organization, their rights to register cats 
and to issue stud-books; to examine, appoint, 
and discipline judges; to authorize the holding 
of cat shows and to record championships and 
awards won at such exhibitions. However, the 
associations and societies would remain com- 
pletely autonomous in their relations with their 
constituent clubs and members; in the choice 
of their own officers; and in their internal 
affairs. 

The GCCF would be governed by a direc- 
torate chosen from among its member associa- 
tions and societies. One of its first tasks would 
be the adoption of a uniform national standard 
for breeds. It would also be required to insti- 
tute a system of examinations for the appoint- 
ment of judges, to draw up a code of conduct 
for judges, and to lay down provisions for 
discipline in the event of proved infractions of 
such a code. 

The GCCF would sponsor worthy movements

in the Cat Fancy, such as research into the 
prevention and cure of cat diseases and the 
discovery and application of a safe and effec- 
tive method of feline birth control. It would 
interest itself in combating discriminatory 
legislation against cats. It would aim toward 
affiliation with other great organizations of 
eat fanciers, such as the GCCF of England and 
the Federation Internationale Feline d’Europe, 
with the ultimate goal of creating one great 
worldwide organization devoted to the further- 
ance of the interests of the Cat Fancy. 

My proposal frankly contemplates a supreme 
national authority patterned after the Govern- 
ing Council of the Cat Fancy of England. 
That orranization has functioned successfully 
for almost fifty years, and I think its principles 
can be easily adapted to meet conditions in the 
United States. I have considered for some 
years the matter of unification of the various 
cat associations in this country, and it seems 
to me that a governing council offers a prac- 
tical means of achieving such unity. I have 
outlined the plan in only a very sketchy man- 
ner; though I have what I think are workable 
ideas about every detail of the proposed coun- 
cil’s functionings, I realize that the associations 
and clubs which will form such a council, if 
and when it is organized, will have the final 
word as to exact form, aims, activities, and 
procedure.

breed was Guthred, now deceased, officially 
titled “Grand Champion Guthred of Manx 
of Glen Orry,” who completed his grand 
champion title in New Orleans in 1950. 
The Carlsons are also proud of many of 
their present stock, including Orry, a 
triple champion and one of their six stud 
cats, who scored 98 out of a possible 100 
points in a show sponsored by the Rock 
Valley Cat Club, Rockford, Ill., early last 
year. 

Needless to say, it all takes work. A 
cat’s life at Glen Orry includes two main 
feedings a day; residence in a spotlessly 
clean cage with the right to exercise out- 
of-doors in wire-mesh runs or “villas”; 
regular combings and afternoon naps. 

The cattery building adjoins the Carl- 
son’s handsome brick home; but it has its 
own heating controls, with a temperature 
normally kept at a comfortable 74 de- 
grees. It also houses the cages, a refrigera- 
tor, a trophy case, large panels on which 
are displayed some of the Carlsons’ rib- 
bons, and a combination kitchen and 
dispensary. 

In the Glen Orry garden the Misses 
Carlson cultivate catnip, and in other ways 
they are careful to reproduce the atmos- 
phere in which a purebred Manx might be 
expected to thrive. Even the cats’ names 
are drawn from old histories, maps and 
other sources on the Isle of Man. In 
their home they have amassed what is 
probably the world’s most extensive and 
authoritative collection of information on 
breeding Manx. 

“No one knows” is their answer, how- 
ever, when asked to explain the biological 
origins of the tailless Manx. 

The gap in their knowledge makes no 
difference to the Carlsons. To them it is 
enough to know that the Manx start as 
gentle blue-bloods among felines and that 
they can be improved by breeding. In 
that specialized field the sisters have be- 
come pioneers of renown.

Judging from the clippings that we have 
been receiving lately, that may be a long 
time in the future.

Bob Bowman of the Houston 
Chronicle did a nice column about Kitty, 
the pet of Mr. and Mrs. Cox.

Walks with a sway and gets misty 
when she hears the song Far Away Places 
on the radio.

That is just about the time you lay 
away the seed catalog and start down to 
the basement to get the rake and hoe and 
spade in condition. You generally find 
it is not the tools but you who needs con- 
ditioning if you are to have a garden 
blooming this summer. 

Marjorie Griffith's column, Your 
Garden, in the St. Petersburg Independent 
was recently devoted to plants with feline 
connotations in their names. 

There is cat gut, or tephrosia if you 
must have its botanical name. Catechu; 
no, not a sneeze, but the generic name 
for several plants yielding extracts and the 
species name for the palm that bears the 
betel nut. 

Many plants hailing from China are, 
botanically speaking, designated as 
cathayensis. 

Catkin is a flower cluster such as the 
pussy willow or the poplar, and, of course, 
you all know catnip or catmint (Nepeta 
cataria). Do you know that cats find 
Actinidia polygama (silver vine) almost as 
irresistible as catnip? 

Cat’s claw and cat’s ear are two examples 
where plants’ common names are used al- 
most exclusively. Pithecolobium unegis- 
cati is almost too much for even a botan- 
ist to use.
